Berlin, May 20. 

The British Ambassador to-night called at 
the Foreign Office and drew the attention of the 
Secretary of State, Dr. Weiszaecker, to the 
rumours current that German troops had been 
moved to the borders in all parts of Germany. 
The British diplomat asked for assurances. 

It is understood that Dr. Weiszaecker 
immediately communicated with Field Marshal 
Keitel, the Commander-in-Chief, who replied 
explicitly that there were no extraordinary troop 
movements. An assurance to this effect was 
conveyed to the British Ambassador. . 

The German military authorities deseribed 
the troop movements as normal allocations from 
town barracks to country hutments which always 
occur at this time of year and insist the troops 
are engaged in nothing but peace-time duties.

ANGLO-GERMAN 
___ COLLISION | 
THREATENS 


To the Editor, ° 
Hongkong Telegraph. ne SS 


Sir,—News comes somewhat tardily 
to 4 ship’s officer 20 I trust you will 
excuse the fact that your issue of 
the 3rd. inst. has just come to hand. 
THe reason for this letter, Js a desire 
to offer some comment upon Anglo- 
German relations and your Jeader on 
the subject. I have read the 
speeches which were exchanged be- 
tween His Excellency the Governor 
and Herr Gipperich at the German 
Club on the occasion of the celebra-: 
tlon of Germany's National Day, but, 
while not doubting for a moment 
the sincerity of the gentlemen con- 
cerned, I would suggest that cyery 
economic and. political move in 
Europe gives the ‘Ho direct to the 
plous hopes expressed by both, 
Agalnst which country are the fever- 
ish ond extensive alr-rald precau- 
tlons being taisen !n every town and 
village on the east coasts of England 
and Scotland? against France? Bel- 
gium? Holland? Denmark?’ Mercly 
to mention these countrics Is to 
ridicule the idca and no one in 
Britain--or Germany for that matter 
—Is blind to the fact that it js Ger- 
many we are protecting ourselves 
against. For that reason, I think 
the time has come when some plain 
spenking Is necessary on the subject 
of Anglo-German friendship. I wilt 
not attempt to apportion binme to 
one country or the other for the pre- 
sent lnmentable state of affairs; 
mutual recriminatlons are of Uttle 
avall when one {s faced with the 
present European situation. The 
whole of Europe Is again being sub- 
divided into a series of highly-armed 
camps and unless there is a serious 
change of heart all round there will 
only be one possible end to it. This 
year? Next year? What does it 
matter? It is coming; nothing is 
surer, Some nation will over-step 
the mark one day and the new World 
War will have got off to a good start 
almost before anyone reniises the 
fact. I have discussed the situation 
with many friends on countless occa- 
sions and one and all of us have 
come to the same melancholy conclu- 
sion, When “Der 'Tog” again rolls 
round, Great Britain and :Germany 
will once more be jn oppos{te camps; 
this I firmly belleve in spite of the 
contention of German friends that 
friendship with England Js a cardinal 
polnt of German foreign policy. With 
this possibility in view, Is it not time 
that some constructive cffort {o 
ameliorate the situation was made by 
both? In the melancholy discussions 
referred to above 1 have taken into 
consideration cvery implicatlon of 
the result of a new World War and 
{t Is appalling to a degree. This is 
the conclusion I have arrived at and 
I hand It to the fire-eaters of both 
nations for their serlous study, The 
penalty of defeat for Great Britain 
is the destruction of the British Em- 
pire as such, the disappearance of 
the Royal Navy upon which our very 
life depends, and our reduction for 
all time to the position of a third or 
fourth-class Power, It ts suMciently 
terrifying in prospect to the boldest 
heart. In spite of the fact that we 
have not always been altruistic in 
World affairs, I take a very proper 
pride in the fact that the Pax J3rl- 
fannica has a large balance to. its 
ercdit the world over. For Ger- 
many, defeat will bring cqually 
catastrophic consequences. The 
country will be sub-divided Into the 
old petty states which now, tn union 
form the Third Reich, and as such, 
_will never again be allowed to 
amalgamate or ralse thelr voice in 
world councils. Both countries have 
contributed much to world civillsa- 
tion, Britain mainly in the realm of 
industry and administration, Ger- 
many mainly in the arts and sciences, 
For two countries with such records 
behind them to repent the 1914-1918 
madness is unthinkable, but serious 
and far-reaching concessions are de- 
manded of both if it is to be avoided. 
In your leader Mr. Editor, you say 
a seven-league stride would be made 
towards Anglo-German friendship 
if the air strength of both could be 
arranged. Admittedly a“great step 
forward, but of little -avatl unless 
accompanied by a change of heart. 
I consider that our tenacity in up- 
holding that misbegotten League of 
Nations In its present form js at the 
root of much of the trouble in Europe 
to-day. The ideal behind it is admir- 
ablo but no impartial observer can 
deny that as It functions to-day, it 
ia “an angel born In sin”. A thor 
ough overhaul from the ground up is 
necessary in order to remove.. the 
well-founded suspicion that itis an 
‘organisation to protect the “Haves” 
against all-comers; only then will 
Germany and Italy come back Into 
the fold and help to make the League 
of Nations the power. [t should be 
in a truly civilised world. ' The sys 
tem which gives the British Empire 
a multiplicity of voles against Ger-: 
many's one is inherently wrong, and 


I for one, never blamed Germany for ]. 
her withdrawal from .the. League.| 


Friendless and stigmatised with all 
the war guilt, Germany's League de- 
legation’must have had a sorry time 
of it Indeed. Which brings me to 
Germany's mnin contribution in ‘the 
new European friendship, and that 
is a complete cessution of this ramp- 
ant German nationalism which Is 
hang!ng like o poison-gas over most 
-of Europe, and I honestly. believe, 
Germany oleo. Lot me quote Baron

No German {a prou- 
der of his country than I am of mine 
but If ever I had to live In a forcign 
country I would be a loyal citizen 
of that country through and through, 
That docs not mean that I would 
necessarily surrender my native cul- 
ture; on the contrary, I am sure $t 
would intensify it. But this is the 
point I would impress upon all Ger- 
mans; I would have no more than 
academic interest in the politics of 
my former homeland. It is this 
wholesale importation of ‘National 
Socialism into foreign countries by 
Germans resident there which is in- 
tensifying antl-German feclings for 
and wide. What sort of a country 
would the United States of America 
be to-day if each and every national 
bloc was allowed to run amok? In- 
eldentally, the pioneering stalwarts 
of Amcrica were men who fied from 
political persecution in European 
countries and very sensibly decided 
they would have none of it In their 
new home, even going to the extreme 
of a Civil War to foree the Sssuc. 
Which brings my little homily ‘to an 
end Mr. Editor, and I hope that 
Britons and Germans alike will do 
whatever they can to advance a con- 
structive policy along the ines i 

dicated. No half measures or pallia- 
tives will do; the position is too 
serious for anything less than posi- 
tive action. The alternative ‘ts a 
world holacust that will swallow onc 
ond all, an event which will be a

and readers, the Chinese 
Government will probably be 
forgiven. But there is no doubt 
that if authentic news of the 
Hasuchow developments was itc- 
tually suppressed it) was unwise. 
Such tuctics only serve to shake 
the faith of the press and the 
public in official sources of in- 
formation; so much so, in fact, 
that when the news of yester- 
day’s astonishing air raid on 
was flashed into the 
Hongkong = Telegraph's offices 
there was some hesitation be- 
fore the story waa accepted as 
fact. 

The air raid wag a stroke of 
genius, and whoever is responsi- 
ble has struck a shrewd blow 
for China. Whoever is respon- 
sible for forbidding the drop- 
ping of bombs on Japanese! 
cities is deserving of even 
higher commendation; and 
because the counsel of these 
just-men prevailed both China 
and Japan can be thankful. A 
bombing attack would . have 
meant death and terror for 
Japanese people against whom 
China has no quarrel; it would 
have meant reprisals; but nbove 
all it would have deprived 
China of the opportunity of 
saying, with justified ' pride: 
“We do not use our bombers 
against defenceless women’ and 
children. And. no-one can say 
we had not the opportunity.” 
More than ever this restraint on 
the part of the Chinese Govern- 
ment ‘will carn the world's ad- 
miration and respect;.and, it is 
possible, may win’ from the 
Japanese people some small 
yeaponse, ot .

SUPERSTITIONS 


PAUL GREGORY 


Superstition seems to be com- 
mon to the majority of mankind 
regardices of race or nation- 
ality; for every one observes 
taboos of some kind or other. It 
is in the East, of courae, where 
the belief in the potency of the 
supernatural holds the widest 
away amongst the masses of the 
people. And as China is perhaps 
the oldest nation of the Orient, 
there has been built up through 
the ages a wealth of curious 
notions réfarding things of the 
oceult that are of peculiar in- 
terest, 


Many of the commoner superstitions 
relate to the phenomenn of nature. 
such oas the rainbow, lightning, ete. 
The former Is espeelally interesting as 
it Is alleged by the Chinese masses 
to be not caused by rain falling op- 
posite the sun, bul is due “to the im- 
proper connection of the two areal 
plinciples of nature- the Yeung and 
the Yam .-the maseuline and feminine 
Clements, and iy therefore symbolical 
of illicit and 
"Consequently, tte bs rogard- 
ed us rather an unlucky sign, and its 
presence In (he sly is to be Iynored 
at all costs.

Haunted House Belicf 


The belief in “haunted” houses also 
prevails in China, and may’ be sald 
to assume proportions as truly gar- 
gantuon as that In the West,.where 
habitations popularly supposed to be 
“haunted by ghosts are sald to be 
Ieglon. In fact, there are, In prac~ 
tically every community, habitations 
which owing to the occurrence of 
some tragedy are stated to be under 
the sinister spell of some dire curse, 
and on this account are studlously 
avolded by the masses, 


The Cantonese expression for 1 
“haunted house” is ta-cha-ule which 
Iterally sigmifiessan “unclean habita- 
tlon,"* Indeed, there Is said to -be 
a large number of such dwellings In 
the Colony, which were extremely 
diMeult to rent—at least until the 
present influx of refugees and the 
consequent shortage of accommoda- 
Uon, 


T occupied for a time a house 
which owas stated be the 
abode of 4 “ghost! and on this 
necount was speken of by certain of 
the Chinese in the melghbourhood as 
undesirable on account of Its being, 
la-cha, The Ceng or parlour of the 
place was said to be the place where 
the “ghost appeared, and on this 
account none of my servants could be 
persuaded to sicep there, At length, 
1 determined = to RO into the 
bottom of the thing and being parti- 
cularly Intrigued by the “phost in 
the parlour’ version of the story 
stayed there myself, Although if 
slept in that room for weeks, 1 did 
not detect the slightest sli of any 
visitant, or perhaps 1 was not at all 
imnginative, Needless to say, my 
nightly presence in the so-called 
“nuunted" chamber seemed to have 
had the calming effect of “laying” the 
ghost once and for all__or per- 
haps us It was a Chinese sthost it did 
not bother Europeans—for now the 
house ts sald to be kon-tseng or 
“clean” and does not suffer from lack

Inappropriate Topics 


Although the Chinese: as a rule 
discourse [recly upon almost any 
topic, there are, of course, frequent 
examples of individual taboo, such as 
for example that of la-cha-uk or 
“haunted house." There are, morc- 
over, other subjects which are tacitly 
avoided $n conversation as far as 
possible—one of which is that 
pecullary unpleasant one of yuct- 
laan-p’oh or “women who have diced 
in childbirth,” In fact the tople is 
considered os the acme of inauspi~ 
clousness s0 that {t Is avoided like the 
plague; for such an occurrence is just. 
ly esteemed as being baleful to the 
extreme, as the unfortunate mother 
fs believed to become one of those 
uneasy ghosts whose souls can never 
be appeased, and who ‘must conse- 
quently spend all eternity os earth- 
bound spirits Mable to cause harm 
to the living. Likewlse, another 
taboo Is the avoldance of the men- 
tion of death in the first moon of 
the new year; for 50 doing, would 
be the height of folly and imply that 
the speaker in his secret heart 
wished for the advent of the grim 
spectre, Still another is that placed 
upon the utterance of the word ma~ 
lau or “monkey” which is considered 
by many of the rural population in 
certain districts as unlucky, especlal- 
ty so if the word is flippantly men- 
tloned before the partaking of the 
morning rice. . 


various domestic ob- 
jects ‘ are considered. ilk-omened 
amongst the Chinese — masses. The 
common broom is a good example, 
and {ts baleful Influence is suid to be 
due to its vernacular name——-so-pa 
—suggesting that of the unlucky 
stellar body ‘such as it comet 
which is popularly enlled so-pa-aing 
or the “broom star” on account of its 
tong “tall” believed to possess the 
power of wreaking havoc upon more 
tuls by literally sweeping uway the 
amenities of human existence” 
and is therefore regarded with the 
uimost dread. Consequently, the 
most direful malediction of o Chinese 
woman is to say: “Ngoh pei s0-pa 
te'nat net*——'"T will sweep you out

However no article upon such a 
complex subject as Chinese superstl- 
tions would be complete without 
mentioning the prominent port playcd 
by the foo or “manic charms" in the 
daily lives of the Chinese people. In 
fact, the number and variety of such 
devices are almost beyond conjecture, 
as there is apparently ot Ienst one 
charm for use on every coti~ 
celvable occasion from childbirth to 
death tind burial, Some of them arc 
of mord than passing Interest, such as 
tho charms for exorelsing evil spirits 
and dispelling the pbateful influences 
wrought by enemies. Such tollsmans 
are pasted up in prominent: placcs, 
generally beside the door posts, or 
often, 100, on the walle of a room. 
Other types:of charma aro those, used 
In religious worship, and may be dis- 
tinguished from otters of thelr kind 
by the fact that they are printed In 
reen and bear the figures. of the 
itle-ma.or “lucky, horse’ or the kwal,
